Vice-Chairman Gene Harrell began the meeting at 5:00 p.m. 

Vice-Chairman Gene Harrell stated that public comments can be made at any time in the meeting prior to action on 

any agenda item upon which a vote is to be taken. 

Moved by Commissioner Francis Richard, seconded by Commissioner Ray Mayet to dispense with the reading of 

the minutes, and approve the minutes of June 2021.  Motion carried unanimously. 

Moved by Commissioner Dale Dennis, seconded by Commissioner Scott LeBlanc to approve the accounts payable 

report.  Motion carried unanimously. 

Moved by Commissioner Dale Dennis, seconded by Commissioner Barry Soudelier to approve the finance report for 

June 2021.  Motion carried unanimously. 

Mr. Malbrough reported that the pump station is syphoning and pumping, and Bayou operations are normal. 

Commissioner Ray Mayet read the corrected Resolution No. 2021-01, in full, to adopt the Terrebonne Parish millage 

rate of 2.08 for the tax year 2021.  Resolution No. 2021-01 was adopted at last months board meeting but had a 

format correction and was read again to correct the official record.  He asked for any public comments on Resolution 

No.2021-01 and there were none.  

Moved by Secretary/Treasurer Greg Nolan, seconded by Commissioner Jake Giardina to adopt Resolution No. 2021-

01 with the corrected format for the Terrebonne Parish millage rate of 2.08 for tax year 2021. Motion carried 

unanimously. 

Mr. Malbrough stated the Pump Capacity Improvements Project is still progressing and working through the 

mitigation process.   

Mr. Malbrough announced a Change Order No.3 for the Weir Removal Project to upgrade the previous ADA 

accessible boardwalk design to include painted aluminum decking and handrails and increased treatment on timber 

piles for an amount not to exceed $60,080.00, and he recommends its approval. 
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Moved by Commissioner Francis Richard, seconded by Commissioner Jake Giardina to approve the upgrades to the 

previous ADA accessible boardwalk design to include painted aluminum decking and handrails and increased 

treatment on timber piles for an amount not to exceed $60,080.00.  Motion carried unanimously. 

Mr. Malbrough discussed a Professional Services Contract with Claitor & Chabert, LLC for the procurement of 

government relations, strategic planning, lobbying and related services for the remaining components of the MRRBL 

Project, in the amount of $1,500.00 per month for six months.  Services on an “as needed basis” thereafter.  

Moved by Commissioner Jake Giardina, seconded by Secretary/Treasurer Greg Nolan to authorize Mr. Malbrough 

to execute the Professional Services Contract with Claitor & Chabert, LLC for services related to remaining 

components of the MRRBL Project in the amount of $1,500.00 per month.  Motion carried unanimously. 

Mr. Malbrough stated he is asking for approval to negotiate a Professional Design Services Agreement with 

HighTide, LLC for the Melodia Boat Launch, amount not to exceed $30,000.00.  

Moved by Commissioner Francis Richard, seconded by Commissioner Dale Dennis to approve the negotiation of a 

Professional Design Services Agreement with HighTide, LLC for the Melodia Boat Launch, amount not to exceed 

$30,000.00.  Motion carried unanimously.
